To the renerends Deuinet unto whom 
theſe. Poſies ſhall happen to be preſented;George Gaſ- 
coigne Eſquire ( profeſsing armes in defence of Gods 

-. rruech) wiſheth quiet in conſcience, aud 
All conſolation in Chriſt Ieſus 
Fg, Ightreucrende:IThaue thought it my 
part (before I wade further in publi- 
ching of theſe Poſies) to lay open be- 
fore your graue tudgements, aſwell 
the cauſe which preſcatly mooueth 
me to preſent them, as allo the depth 


phraſes, but further I heare that the ſame haue beene 
doutfully conſtrued, and( therefore) ſcandalous, 

My reuerend and welbeloued: whatſoeuer my youth 
hath ſeemed vnto the grauer ſorc, I would be verie loth 
nowe in my middle age to deſerue reproch;more loth to 
touch the credite of any other, and moſt loth to haue 
mine owne name become ynto you odious, For if I 
ſhoulde nowe at this age ſceme as cateleſſe of reproch, 
as I was in greene youth readie to goe aſtray, my faults 
mizht quicklie grow e double, & my eſtimation ſhould 
bee woorthie to remaine bur ſingle, I haue learned 
that although there maie bee found in a Gentleman 
whereby to be reprehended or rebuked, yet ought her 
not tobe worthie of Teprate or condemnation. ._ 

All this1 ſet downe in preamble; to the ende I maie 
thẽrebypurchaſe your patiẽce. And as I deſire that you 
wil not condemne me without proofe, ſo ami conten- 3 

ted that if hercurter you fiade nie guiltie, ze eint 2 
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It were not reaſon (right reuerencd) that I ſhoulde be 
ignorant. howe g gen. ra lie ve ate all mays proniad ma- 
lum quam ad bonum Euen ſo is it requiſite that Iacknows 
ledye a generall rc formation of maneis more neceſſarie 
to be taught, than ani2 whetſtone of vanities is meete 
(in theſe dates ) to bee ſuffered; And therefore as your 
grauitie hath thougat reg uiſite that all idle bookes or 
wanton- pamphlets ſhoulde bee forbidden, fo miglit it 
ſeeme chat were woorthie of great reprehenſl ion, if I 
ſhould be the author of euill wilfullic, or a prouoker of 
vices wittinglie. And yet ſome there are ho haue not 
ſpared to report that Irecewed great ſummes of monie 
fr the firſt printing of theſe Poſies, whereby (if it were 
truce) I might ſeeme not onelie a craftic Broker tor the 
vtterance of pariſh toies, but a corrupt marchaunt for 

the ſale of deceitfull wares, 

For anſwere hereof it is moſt true (and I call heauen 
andearthto cent that I neuer receiued of Printer, 
ot of anie other, one grote or pennie for the firſt copies 
of theſe Poſies. True it is chat I was not vnwilling the 
ſame ſhould be imprinted : And that not ofa vaineglo-—ʒ 
nous deſire to be thought a pleaſant Poet, neither yet of | 

a light mind to be counted acunning lou r. For though 
in youth I was often ouerhardie to put my name in bal- | 
lance of doubrfull iudgements, yet nowe Iam become | 
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ſo baſhfull that I coulde rather bee content to leeſe the 
praiſe of my follies, then to hazard the miſconceite of 
the graue and graie headed iudges. But to confeſſe a 
trueth ynto you right reuetend (with whom I may not 
long diſſemble in caſes which io generallie do touch all 
men) as the rather contented to ſee ew e 
for theſe ſundrie conſiderations. 

Firſt, for that Ihaue ſeene divers authors, (bot b lJear- 


ped and well learned) which after they hene bothrefor- 
inc d their liues, and cõuerted their ſtuates, , haue n ] 
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the reacrend Duties. 
diſdeined to reade the Poems which tbey Terpaſſetheir- 
ens in youth, For it ſeemeth vnto mee thatanall-ages 
Poetrie hath bene not opche permitted, but alſo it hath 
bene thought a tight good and exceilent qualitie-- 
Next vnto this, I haue alwajes bene of upidinn, that 
it is not vnpoſſible either in oemes in Proſe towrize 
both compendiouſlie, & perfectly in our Engliſh tong. 
And therefore a' though I challenge not vnto my ſelie 
the name of an Engliſh Poet, yet may the reader finde 
our in my tetitings, chat Ihaue mote fauited in keeping 
the olde Englith wordes (quumuis gam obſalota) than in 
borowing of other languages, ſuch Epithetes and A- 
diectiues as ſmell of the Inkhorne. F 
Thirdle, as I ſeeke aduauncement by vertue, ſo was 
Idefirous that there miglu remaine in pablike recorde, 
ſome pledge or token of choſe gifies 1 herewith it hoth 
pleaſed the Almightie to endue mee: To the ende that 
thereby the vertuous might bee incouraged to einploie 
my pen in ſome exerciſe which might tende both to my 
preferment, & tothe profit of my counttie. For manie a 
man which mate like mine outward preſence, might yet 
haue doubred he ther the qualitics of my minde had 
bene correſponde nt to the vroportion of my bodie. 
Fouithly, becauſe I had written ſundtie things which 
coul not chuſe but content the learned and godlie rea- 
der, therefore I hoped the fame ſhoulde ſerue as vndou- 
ted proofe, that I had laide aſide vanities, and delighted 
to e cerciſe my penne in morrall diſcourſes, at leaſt the 
one paſſing (cheeke by cheeke) with the other, muſt ot 
neceſſiiy perſuade both the learned, & the light minded, 
that I could atwell ſow good grainc, as graines or draffe. 
And I though: not mecte (being intermingled as they 
were) to caſt away a whole buthell of good leette, for 
two or three graines of Darnell or Cockle. 
Laſtly, Iperſuaded my ſelfe that as iv the better ſort 
oftheſame IT ſhoulde purchaſe good liking with the ho- 
norable aged. So euen iu the worlt ſort} might yer ſerue 
2 J. Bj as 
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20 4 myrror for vnbiidled youth, to auoide thoſe perils 
which I had paſſed. For little may he doe which hath e- 
ſeaped the rocke or the ſandes, if he can not waft with 
his hand to them that come after him. 

Theſe conſideratious (right Reuerend) did firſt moue 
me to conſent that theſe hoems thoulde paſſe in print, 
For recapitulation whereof, and to anſwere vnto the 
obiections that maie be geuen: I ſaie to the firſt, that I 
neither take example of wanton Ouid, doting Niigidi- 
15; nor foolith Samocratius But Idelight to thinke that 
the renerend Father Theodore Bexa, w lioſe life is woor- 
thelie become a lanterne to the whole worlde, did not 
ver diſdaineto ſuffer the continued publication of ſuch 
Pot mes as he wrote in youth, And as hee termed the at 
laſt Poemata caſt rata. So ſhall your reuerend iudgements 
beholdin this ſe cond edition, my poemes gelded from 
all filthie phraſes; corrected in all erroneous places, and 
beutified with addition of manie morall examples. 

To the ſeconde, although I be ſomtimes conſtreyned 

for the cadence of rimes,ot per licenciam Pocticam, to vſe 
an inkehorne terme, or a ſtrange word: Jet hope I that 
it thall bee apparant I haue rather regarde to make our 
natiue language commendable in it ſelfe, then gay with 
the feathers ot ſtraunge birds. 

To the third reaſon may be obiected, that if T were ſo 
deſirous to haue mycapacitie knowne, I ſhoulde haue 
done nuich better to haue trauailed in ſome notorious 
peece of worke, which might generallie haue ſpred my 
commendation, The which Iconfeſſe, but yet is it true 
that I muſt take the foord as I finde it: Sometimes not 

as Iwould, but as I may. And ſince the ouerſight of my 
youth had brought me far behinde hand and indebted 
vnto the worlde, Ithought good in the meane time to 
paie as much as I had, vntill it might pleaſe God better 
to inable me. For cõmonly the greedieſt creditor is ap- 
peaſed, if he ſee his debter willing to pay when he hatb 

any thing. And therefore being buſied in martiall af- 
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faires (whereby alſo I ſought ſome aduancement) 1 
thought goed to notifie unto the worlde before my re- 
turne, that I coulde as well perſuade with pen, as pt arce 
with launce or weapon: So that yet ſome noble minde 
might bee incouraged both to exerciſe mee in time of 
peace, and to emploie me in time of ſetuice in warre. 

To the fourth and laſt conſideratious, I had alledged 
of late by a right reuerend father, that althogh in deede 
out of euery flower the induſtrious Bee maic gather ho- 
nie, yet by proofe the Spider thereout ſuc kes miſchee- 
vous poiſon. Wherunto I can none otherwiſe anſwere, 
but that he who wil throw a ſtone at eue rie dog Which 
barketh, had neede of a great ſatchel or pocket. And if 
the learned iudgements and honeſt minds do both con- 
ſtrue my doings aright, and tale there in either councel 
ot commoditie, then care Ithe leſſe hat the wicked 
conceive of my concens, For Ieſteeme more the praiſe 
of one learned reader, then I regard the curious carping 
of ten thouſand vnlettered tatlets. 

To conclude (right reuerenchas theſe eonſiderations 
did ſpociallie moue me at firſt to conſent to the imprin- 
ting of theſe poſies, ſo now haue Iyet a further conſide- 
ration, which moueth mee moſt earneſtie to ſye for this 
ſecond editiõ or publi hing of the ſame, And that is this 
I vnderſtand that ſundrie well diſpoſed mindes haue ta- 
ken offence at certaine wanton words & ſentences paſ- 
ſed in the Fable of Ferdinando Teronimi, and the Ladie E- 
linora de Valaſco, the which in the firſt edition was trat- 
med The Aduentures of maſter E. I. And that alſo ther- 
with ſome buſie coniectures haue preſumed to thinke 
that the ſame was in deed written to the ſcandalizing of 
ſome worthie perſonages, whom they would ſeeme ther- 
by to knowe, Surelie (right reuerend) I ſmilero ſee the 
fimplicit:e of ſuch, who being in deede ſtarke 8 
blind, would yet ſeeme to ſee farre into a milſtone. An 
the rather I ſcorne their raſh iudgments; for that in tal 


King with xx. of them one after another, there haue not 
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tiv ugreediin.one conietine Als, alas, f l had bene ſo 
fooliſſi as to haue paſſed in recitall a thing ſo done in 
dced, yet all the world might thiu ke me very ſimple jt I 
ould cal Iohn, lohn, or Mary, Matyi hut for the better 
ſatiſfieng of all men vniuerfally, L doe here pratelivnro, 
y Ou(reuerend)eue hy the hope of wy ſaluatiõ that there 
is no liuing creature touched ot to be noted therby, And 
for 5̊ reſt you thal find it no in this ſecõd imprinting fo, 
turquened & turned, ſo clenſed frõ all voclenlic words, 
and ſo purged from the humor of iuhumanitie, as per-, 
caſe you would nat iudge n to be the ſame tale, For al- 
though I baue bin hertofore cõtented to ſuffer the pups: 
lication thetot, onlie to the end men might ſee my Me- 
thode in writing , yet am Ino thus deſiſous to ſette it 
forth eftſones, to the end al men might (ce the retorma- 
tion of my mind: and that al ſuſpitious maie be ſuppteſ 
ſed & throughlie ſatisfied by this mine vnfeined procelta, 
cio which I make vnto you in that behalſe. Finally, were, 
it not that the ſame is alredie extantin ſuch ſort as hath, 
moued offence, Ithould rather be content to can: cll it 
vttetlie to obliuiõ, then thus to return t ma rex patcht 
coate. And for ful proofe of mine ear eſt zcalt in Gods 
ſeruice, I require of you moſt inſtatlie, that if herebie my 
Skil ſcem ſufficient to wade in matters of greacer mpot- 
tãce, you wil then vouchſafe to imploy me accordingly, 
Surelie you that! find me no lef]2 readie to vndertake 2 
whole yeres trauel in any worke which you ſhal thinke 
me able ro ouercome, the I haue bin willing heretofore 
to ſpend 3. houres in penning of an amorous Sonnet, E- 
uen ſo being deſirous that all mẽ generally(& you eſpe- 
cially ) ſhould conceiue of me as I meane, I haue thus far 
troubled your lerned eies with this plaine Epiſtle, u rit- 
ten for my purgatiõ, in matters which (els) might both 
haue offended you, aud giuen great batterie to the tam- 
parts of my poore credit. The God of peace vouchſafe 
to gouerne & product you, and me, and all his, in quiet 
of conſcience, aud ſtrength of ſpirit, Amen. bi

of knowledge in all vertuous ex- 
erciſes. 


Allant Gentlemen. and luſtie youthes of this 
my natiue Countreie, I haue here (as you 
ee) publiſhed in print ſuch Poſies and rimes 
8 JI] 25 1 vied in my youth, the which for the bar- 
Qs barouſnes of the ſtile maie ſceme worthlefle, 

— Y ind yet for the doubtfulnes of ſome darcke 
places they haue alſo ſeemed heretofore daungerous, So 
that men maie iuſtlie both condemne me of raſhneſſe, and 
wonder at my ſimplicitie in ſuffering or procuring the ſame 
to be imprintcd, 

A yong man well borne, tenderlie foſtred, and delicatelie 
accompanied, ſhal hardlie paſſe ouer his youth without fal 
ing into ſome ſnares of the deuil, and temptations of the 
ficih, But a man of middle yeres,who hath to his coſt expe- 
rimented the vanities of youth, and to his peril paſſed them 
who hath bought repentance deere, and yet gone through 
wich the bargaine, who ſeeth before his face the time paſt 
loſt, & the reſt poaſting awaie in poaſt: Such ama had more 
need to be wel aduiſed in his doings, and reſolute in his de- 
terminations, For with more caſe and greter fauot maie we 
anlwere for x. mad follies committed in greene youth, than 
one ſober ouerſight eſcaped in yeres of diſcretiõ. Licurgus 


the good princelic philoſopher, ordeined that if an old mi 


perceiuing a yong man to commit anie diſhoneſtie, did not 
rebuke but ſuffer him, the aged ſhoulde be chaſtized, & the 
yong man ſhould be ablolued. 

All this rchearſed & conſidered, you maic(as I ſaie) grow 
in ſome doubt, hether I were worſe occupied in firſt deui- 
ſing, or laſt in publiſhing theſe toĩes and pãphlets, & much 
the rather, for that it is a thing commonlie ſeene, that (now- 
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adaic) fewe ot no things are ſo well handled, but they ſhall 
be carped at by curious readers, nor almoſt anie ching ſo 
well meant, but may be much miſconſtrued. 

And herewithall I aſſure my ſelfe, that I ſhall be greatly 
condemned as a man verie lightlie bent, and rather deſitous 
to continue in the freſh remembraunce of my follies, than 
content to cancell them in obliuion by diſcontinuance: e- 
ſpeciallie ſince in a houſe where manie yong children are, 
it hath bene thought bettet pollicie quite to quench out 
the fire, then to leaue any looſe cole in the imbers, where- 
with babes maie plaie and put the whole edifice in danger. 

But my luſtie youthes, and gallant Geutlemen, Ihad an 
intent far contrat ie vnto all chele ſuppoſes, when I firſt per- 
mitted the publication hereof, And becauſe the greateſt 
offence that hath bene taken thereat, is, leaſt your mindes 
might hereby become enuenomed with yanitics,therefore 
vnto you Iwill addreſſe my tale, forthe better ſariſheng of 
common iudgementes, And vnto you I will explaine, hat 
which being before miſticallie couered, and cõmonly miſ- 
conſtured, might be no leſſe perillous in ſeducing you, the 

rieuous euidence for to proue me guiltie of cõdemnatiõ. 

Thento come vnto the matter, there are three ſortes of 
men which ( being wonderfullie offended at this booke) 
haue found therein three maner of matters (ſay they) verie 
reprehenſible,T he men are theſe: curious carpers, ignorant 
readers, and graue Philoſophers, The faultes they finde are, 
Indicarein the Creede, chalke for cheeſe, and the common 
infection of loue. Of theſe three ſorts of men and inatters, l 
do bur verie lightlie eſteeme the two firſt, But I deepely re- 
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gard the third. For of a verie troth, there are one kinde of 


people now adaies which wil miſlike anie thing, being bred 2 
(as I thinke) of che {pawne of a crab or creuiſh, which in all- 


ſtreames and waters wil ſwim eithet ſilewaſ es, or flat back- 


wards:and when they can in deed find none other faul wil 


yetthinke [udicare verie vnto vardlie placed in the creede. 
Or being a ſimple ſou ter will find fault at the ſhape of the 


lege: or if they be not there ſtoppe d, they will not ſpare to 
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the young Gentlemen. 
ſtep vp higher, and ſaie, that ¶Apelles painted Dame Venus 
ycrie deformed or euill fauoured. 

Of this ſort I make ſmall account, becauſe in deede they 
ſeelce a knot in the ruſh,and would ſeeme to ſee verie fat in 
a milſtone. Thete are alſo certaine others, who (hauing no 
skill at all) wil yet be verie buſie in reading all that may bo 
read, and thinke ic ſufficient if (Parrot like) they can rehetſe 
things without booke: whe within booke they vndetſtaud 
neithet the meaning ofthe author, nor the ſenſe of the figu- 
ratiue ſpeeches, I wil forbeare to recite examples by anie 
mine ow ne doings. Since all compariſons are odious, I will 
not ſaie ho v much the areigument and diuorce of a loucr 
(being written in a ieſt) haue bene miſtaken in ſad earneſt. 
It ſhall ſuffice that the contentions paſſed in verſe long ſi- 
thens, between M. Churchyard and Camel, were by a block- 
headed Reader, conitrued to be in deede a quarel between 
two neighbors. Of who one hauing a Camel in keeping, & 
that other hauing charge of the Churchyard, it was ſuppo- 
ſed they had growẽ to debate becauſe the camel came into 
the Churchyard, Laugh not at this luſtie yonkers , .ſince the 
pleaſant diitie of the noble Erle of Surrie beginning thus, In 
winters inſt returne: was alſo conſtrued to be made in deede 
by a ſhephe ard. What ſhould I ſtand much in teherſal how 
the L. Vaux his dittie beginning thus, Iloath that I did loue, 
was thought by ſome to be made vpõ his deathbed, & that 
the ſoul knil of M. Edwards was alſo write in exttemitie of 
ſicknes.Of a trueth my good Gallants, there are ſuch as ha- 
ting onlie Icarnd to read ẽgliſh, interpret latin, greke, frẽch 
& italian phraſes or metaphors, euẽ according to their own 
motherlie conception & childiſn skill. The which ſhall ne- 
uer trouble me whatſocuer fault they find in my doings, 

But the third ſort (being graue Philoſophers, and finding 
iuſt fault at my doings at the common infection of loue) I 
muſt needes alledge ſuch iuſt excuſe as may counteruaile 
their juſt complaints. For elſè I ſhoulde remaine worthie of 
2 ſevere puniſhment, They wiſelie conſidering that we ate 
all in youth more apt to delight in- harmefull pleaſures, 
40. j. than 
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than to diſgeſt wholeſome and ſound aduice, haue thought 
meete to forbid the publithing of anie timing trifles v hich 
maie ſerue as whetſtones to ſhatpen youth vnto vanities. 
And for this cauſe finding by experience allo, ov the fir{t 
copie of theſe my poſt's hath bin verie much inquired for 
by the yong=r fort:and hearing like wiſe that (n the ſame) 
tune greater part hath bin written in purſu:te of amarc us en- 
terpriſes. they haue iuſtlie Conceiued that tie continuau ce 
therothach bin more likelie to ſtirre in all yong Readers a 
venemous deſire of vanitie, then to ſerue as a como mirrour 
of greene & youthful imperfeRions, Wherunto ] muſt con- 
feſſe, hat as the induſtrious Bee maie gather honic out of 
the molt linking weede, ſo the malicious Spider maie alſo 
gather poiſon out of the faireſt floure that growes. 

And yet in all this diſcout ſe I ſee not proucd, that either 
that Gardner is too blame which planteth his garden full of 
fragrant flowers, neither that planter to be diſpraiſed which 
ſoweth all his beds with ſeedes of wholeſome hearbes:nei- 
ther is that Orchard vnfruitful, which(vnder ſhewe of ſun- 
drie weedes ) hath medicinable plaiſters for all infirmities, 
But if the Chirurgian which ſhould ſeeke ſoirel toripen an 
vicer, will take re ve which mate more inflame the impolt- 
hume,then is he more to blame that miſtoke his gathering 
then the Gardner which planted aright, and preſented ſtore 


and choice to be taken, Or if the Phiſition wil gather hote 


percelie in ſtead of cold endiue, ſhal he not worthelie beare 
the burthen of his owne blame? 

To ſpea ke ec1.2liſh it is your vſing (my luſtic Gallants ) or 
miſuſing of theſe poſies that maie make mee praiſed or diſ- 
praiſed for publiſhing of the ſame . For if you ( where you 
maie learne to auoide the ſubtile ſandes of wanton deſire) 
wil run ypon the rockes of vnlaiyful luſt, then great is your 
follie, and greater wil grow my rebuke, If( where you might 

ather wholeſome herbes to cute your ſundrie infirmities) 
wil ſpend the whole daie in gathering of ſweet ſmelling po 
ſies, much wil be the time that you oat miſpend, & much 


more the harme that you ſhall heape vpon my head. Or if 


you 
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more delight to my frantike fanſie to ſee them publiſhed,

you will rather be hliſter your bands with a netle, ian com- 
fort your ſenſes by ſinelling to the pleaſant Marioram, then 
wam on is your paſume, and {mall v ilt be your profit. 
haue here preſented you with three ſundrie ſorts of Po- 
ſies : E Lures, Herbes, and Weedes, In which diuiſion I haue not 
ment that only the Floures are to be ſmelled vnto, nor that 
onelie the Weedes are to be reiected. I terme ſome Floures, 
becauſe being in deed inuented vpon a verie light occafio, 
they haue yet in thẽ (in my iudgement) ſome rate inuentiõ 
and Methode before not cõmonlie vſed. And therefore (be- 
ing more pleaſant the profitable) haue named the Floures. 

The ſecond (being in deede morall diſcourſes, and refor- 
med inuentions, and therefore more profitable then plea- 
ſant) Ihaue named Hearbes, 

The third being Weedes,might ſeeme to ſome iudgemẽts 
neither yet pleaſant nor profitable, and therefore meete to 
be caſt awaie, But as manie weedes are right medicinable, 
ſo maie you finde in this none ſo vile, or ſtinking, but that 


iĩt hath init ſome vertue if it be rightlic handled, Marie you 


muſt take heede how you vſe them, for if you delight to 
wg Hemlock in your fellowes pottage, you maie chaunce 

oth to poiſon him, and bring your ſelfe in peril, But if you 
take example by the harmes of others who haue eaten it 
before you, then maie you chance to become ſo warie, that 


you will looke aduiſedlie on all the Percelie that you ga- 


ther, leaſt among the ſame one branch of Hemlock might 
anno1e you. ; 

I affure you, my yong bloods, Ihaue not publiſhed the 
ſame to the intent that other men hereafter might be infec- 
ted with my follies forepaſſed, For though it be a comfort 
in miſerijs habere cenſortem , yet is it ſmall conſolation to a 
fellon, to haue a Coiner hanged in his companie, And Iaſ- 
ſure you (although you will thinke it ſtrange) that Ihaue 
not cauſed the to be imprinted for any vaine delight which 
T have (my ſelfe) therein conceived, Forthe moſt of them 
being written in my madneſſe , might haue yeelded then

chan they now do accumulate cares in my mind to ſet them 
forth corrected: and a deformedyouth had ben more liłelie 
to ſet them to ſale long ſitbence, than a reformed man can 
be able now to protect them with ſimplicitie. 

The ſcope of mine intent, and the marke whereat I ſhot 
is double. I meane grounded vpon two ſundrie cauſes: the 
one that being indebted vnto the world ( at the leaſt fiue 
thouſande dates verie vainlie ſpent) I may yeelde him yet 
ſome part of mine account in theſe Poemes, Wherein as he 
maie ſiude great diuerſitie both in flile and ſenſe, ſo maie 


the good be incouraged to ſet me on worke at laſt, thoug

FinallieI beſcech you, and coniure you, that you rather 
encorage me to accompliſh ſome vvorthier trauel, by ſecing 
theſe Poſies right ſmelled vnto, then diſcourage me from at- 
tempting other labouts, vvhen I ſhall ſee theſe firſt fruites 
reiected or miſuſed, I haue cotrected ſundrie faults, vvhich 
if they had not brought ſuſpition in the firſt Copie, be you 
then out of doubt you had neuer bin troubled with theſe ſe 
cond preſents, nor perſwaded to flourith wiſclic with a two 
edged ſword in your naked hands. But as I haue meant the 
wel, ſo I craue of God, that they maie both pleaſure and 
proſite you for the furtherance of your skil in anie comme- 
dable cnrerpriſe, From my poore houſe at Walcamſtoiye in

No ſurely, 

Paraceſſus, and ſundrie other phifitions & philoſophers, 
declare, that in euerie thing naturall there is to be founde 
ſalt, oile, and brimſtone. And I am of opinion, that in euerie 
thing which is written (the holie Scriptures excepted) there 
are to be found wiſdome, folie, emulation, & detraction. For 
as Ineuer yet ſaw anie thing ſo clearklie handled, but that 
theria might be fonnd ſome imperfections: ſo could I never 
yetreade fable ſo ridiculous, but that therein ſome morality 
might be gathered. And as the good writer ſhall be ſure of 
ſome to be maliced: ſa the bad ſhal neuer eſcape the biting 
tongues of ſlaunderers. 

But to returne to my purpoſe : if in the hardeſt flint there 
may be foũd ſparks of liuelie fire, & the molt knottie peece 
of box, may be wrought to a faire Dudgen hafte: let theſe 
few ſuffice to perſuade thee , that I haue not procured the 

ublication hereof to anie end, ſo muche as that the youth- 
ful ſort might therin take example, and the aged recreation. 

Now if anie (miſgouerning their ow ne wittes)do fortune 
to vie that for a ſpurre, which I had heere app ointed for a 
bridle,I can none otherwiſe lament it, but to ſaie that Iam 
not the firſt which hath beene miſiudged. Truelie (gentle 
Reader) I proteſt that I haue not meant heerein to diſpleaſe 
any man, but my deſire hath rather beene to conteut moſt 
men : I meane the dinine with godlie himnes and pſalmes, 
the ſober mind with morall diſcourſes, andthe wildeſt will 
with ſufficient warning: the which if it ſo fall out, then 
ſhall I thinke my ſelfe right happie. And ific fall out other- 


wiſe, I ſhall yet neuer beaſhamed to become one of their 


corporation which reape floures and reprehenſion for their 
trauels. 

But bicauſe thefe Pofies growe to a great bundle, & ther- 
of alſo the number oflouing lines exceedeth in the ſuperla- 
tiue, I thought good toſaduertiſe thee, that the moſt part of 
them were written for other men.

Ihaue alſo ſundrie 
times changed mine owne word or deviſe, And no maruel, 
for he that wandereth much in thoſe wilderneſſes, ſhall ſel-

Well,it were folic to bewaile things which are vnpoſsible 
to be recouered,fith Had I wiſt doth ſeld ome ſerve as a bla- 
ſon of vnderſtanding. And therefore I will ſpend no more 
words in this preface, but praic thee to ſmell vnto theſe 
Poſts, as Flonres to comfort, Heatbs te cure, and Weedes 
to be auoided, ſo haue I meant them, and ſo I beſeech thee 
readerto accept them, Farcyell.

that (as that pꝛeſent nyght) ſh& woulde talke with him 
mote at large in the gallery natrre adioyning to hy cham- 
ber. Berevpon Ferdinando Ieronimi piſcreetely diſſimu⸗ 
ling his ioye, take his leaue and returned iuto the great 
| chamber, 
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thamber, where he had not long tontinued bekoꝛe the Lozd 
of the Caſtell commaundez a torche to light him vnto his 
lodging, whereas hee pꝛepared himſelle and went to bedde, 
commanding his ſeruant alſo to goe to his reſt. And when 
he thought alwell his ſeruant, as the reſt of the houſholde 
to be ſafe, hee aroſe againe, and taking his nyght gowne, 
dyd vnder the ſame conuey his naked ſwoꝛd, and ſd walked 
to the galler p, where he founde his good myſtreſſe walking 
in hm nygbt gowne and attending his comming. The 
Done was nowe at the full, the lkyes titare, and the 
weather cemperate, by reaſon whereof hee myght the moꝛe 
plapnely and with the greater contentation beholde his 
long deſired ropes : and ſpꝛeading his armes abꝛoade to 
embꝛace his louing myſtreſle, he ſayde: oh mpdeare Las 
dye when ſhall J bee able with any deſert to counteruaple 
the leaſt part of this pour bountifull godnelle : The dame 
(whether it were of frare in dede, aq that the wplineſſe of 


. womanhwode had taught hy} to couer hyz conceptes with 


ſome fine diſſum lation) ſtrat backe from the knight, and 
ſhyichyng (but ſoftly) ſapde vnto him. Alas ſeruant what 
haue A deſerued, that you come againſt mee with naked 
ſwoꝛde as againſt an open euemie. Ferdinando perceiuing 
hyꝛ intent extuſed himſelfe, declaring that heebzought the 
ſame fo? their defence, and not to ollend hp} in any wiſe, 
The Lady being therewith ſame what appcaſed they be⸗ 
ganne with moꝛe comfo2table geſture to expell the dꝛead ol 
the ſayde late affright , and ſithence become bolder of be» 
hauiour, moꝛe familiar in ſpeache, and moſtkinde in ac⸗ 
tomplyſhyng of common comfozt . But why holde J fo 
loner diſcourſe in deſcribyng the iopes which ( for lacke of 
like experience) J can not ſet out to the full ? Mell, reme- 
die was there none, but dame Elyror muſt returne vnto 
hy chamber, and ber muſt alſo conuey himſelfe (as cloſe* 
ly as mpght bee) into his chamber, the which was hard to 
doe, 
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doẽ, the day being ſo karre ſpꝛong, and he hauing a large 


bale court to paſſe ouer befoze he coulde ret ouer his Kaye 


keote doe. And though he were not much perceiued, pet 
the Lady Fraunces hing uo leſſe deſirous ta (@ an iſſue 
of thele enterpuſes, then hee was walking to couer them 
in a ſecrecie, laid watch. & euen at the entring of his cham- 
ber doe, perceiued the poynt ok his naked lwoꝛde gliſtring 


vnder the ſapꝛt ol his night gowne: whereat ſhee ſmiled 


and ſayde to her ſelfe, this geare goeth well about. Tell 
Ferdinando hauing nowe retouered his chamber he went 
to bed, there let him flepe, as his miſtres dyd on the other 


Ge, Althougb the Lady Fraunces beyng tinonghly tyck · 


led nowe in all the vaines, coulde not entoye ſuch quiet 
reſt, but ariſing tooke another gentle woman ok the houſe 
with her, and walked into the parke to take the freſh aye 
of the mozning. They had not long walked there, but they 
returned, and thought Ferdinando Ieronimi had not pet 
flept ſufficiently, koꝛ one which had ſo farre trauayled in 
the night paſt, pet they werft in co his chamber ta rayſe 
bim, and comming to his beds ide, found him faſton ſle pe. 
Alas quod that other gentlewoman, it were pitie to a⸗ 
wake him: euenſo it were quod dame Fraunces , but wa 
will take away ſomewhat of his, whereby he may perceiue 
that we were here, and looking about the chamber, his na⸗ 
ked ſwoꝛde p2eſented it ſelfe to the hands of dame Fraun- 
ces, whotoke it with hir, and ſoftly ſhutting his cham⸗; 
ber done againe; went downe the apzes and recouered 
hir owne lodging in good ozder and vnperceyued of any 
body, ſauing onelp that other gentlewoman which accom⸗ 
panyed with hir. At the laſt Ferdinando awakep, and 
apparreling him ſelfe , walked out alſo to take the ape, 
1 thꝛoughly recomfozted aſwell with the remem⸗ 
bꝛante of his ioyes foꝛe paſſed as alſo wich the pleaſaunte 
hermony which Bꝛids made on euery ſide, and „

euery bꝛaunch: he did in theſe delighes compile theſe vers 
ſcsfollowing called a moneſhine banquet.

verle, whereby hee feleth his heart haife (oz moze than 
halte ) ealed of (welling. Foz as ſighes are ſome p2eſent 
eaſe to the penſiue minde, cuen ſo wer linde by experience, 
that ſuch lecrete entercomoning of iopes dweth encreaſe 
delight. J woulde not haue pou conder mp wozdes to this 
effect, that J thinke a man can not ſufficientlye reioyce in 
the luckie lottes of loue, vnleſle hee empart the ſame to o⸗ 
thers: God koꝛbidde that euer I ſhoulde enter into ſuch an 
hereſie, fo; J haue alwayes bene of this opinion, that as 
to bee foztunate in loue, is one of the moſt inward conten⸗ 
tations to mans minde of all earthlie iopes: euen ſo if ha 
do but once bewꝛay the ſame to any liuing creature, imme⸗ 
diatlye eyther dꝛead of dicſouering dweth bzuſe his bzeſt 
with an intollerable burden , oz elſe her læſcth the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall vertue which gaue effec to his gladneſſe, not valyke 
to a Poticaries pot, which being fil;ed with ſwete oynt⸗ 
mentes oz perfumes , teech retapne in it ſelfe lome ſent 
cf che ſame, and being pow2ed out vooeth returne to the 
fozmer ſtate, hard, harſh, and of ſmall Sauour : So the 
minde being fraught with delightes, as long as it can 
kepe them ſecretly encloſed, may continually fade bpon 
the pleaſaunt recoꝛde thereof, as the well willing and rea- 
dye hozſe byteth on the bꝛidle, but hauing once diſcloſed 
them to any other, ſtraight way we loſe the hidden trea⸗ 
ſure of the ſame , and are opp2eſſed with ſundzpe doubtfull 
opinions and dzeadfull conceiptes. And pet foz a man to 
retoꝛde vntohim ſelfe in the inwarde contemplation of his 


minde, the okten remembzance of his late recepued 2 
doet 
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dokth as it were eaſe the heart or burden, and adde vntt the 
minde a freſh ſupplie of delight, yea, and in vearſe pꝛinti⸗ 
pally (as J conceine) a man map beſt contriue his wape 
bn comfoꝛt in him ſelfe. Therefoze as Jhaue ſapde Ferdi- 
nando ſwimming nowe in delightes did nothing but wzit 
ſuch verſe as might acumilat his iopes, to the extremitie 
of pleaſure, the which fo2 that purpoſe hee kept from ſight 
ef the wojlo, as one mote deſirous to ſeme obſcure and de- 
fectiue,than ouermuch to glozie in his aduentures,eſpecial- 
iy fo2 in the ende his hap was as heauy, as hithertohee had 
bene foztunate , And here J will ſurceaſe to rehearſe any 
moe of his verſes vntil J haue expꝛeſſed how that his totes 
being exalted to the higheſt degr& began to bende towardes 
declination, Foz now the vnhappy ſecretary whom Jhaue 
befoze remembzed, was returned fra Flozance, on whome 
Ferdinando had no ſoner caſt his eyes, but immediatly ha 
fell into a great paſſion of minde which might be compared 
vnto a feauer . This fruit grew of the god inſtructions that 
his Hope had planted in his minde, whereby J might take 
tuſt occaſion to foxwarne euery louer, howe they ſuffer this 
benemons ſerpent teloulte to crepe into their conceiptes : 
fot ſurely, of all other diſeaſes in loue, J ſuppole that to bet 
bncurabke, and woulde hold longer diſcourſe therein, were 
it not that both this tale and the verſes of Ferdin, him ſelfe 
hereaktet᷑ to be recited, (all be ſufficient tofpeake foꝛ me in 
this behalfe.

Ta e ele 2 hereat (ſome : vnto whome J have 
üünßrted this tale) baue taken otch lion to diſcommeude 
His fainting heart, yet ſurely the cauſe inwardly and de#plp 
ronſiderey, A kannot folighely condemne him: fo an olde 
lying is chat euery man can giue counſaple 9 than 

kollowe 
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followe it: and nerdes mult the conſlicts of his thoughts be 
ſcraunge: betwerne the remembzaunce of his fozepaſſed 
pleaſure, and the pꝛeſent ſight of this monſter, whome be- 
foze (fo2 lacke of like inſtrua ian) he had not ſs thꝛoughlye 
marked and behelde. Well, ſuch was thegrefe vnto him, 
that he became ſicklie and kept his chamber. The Ladyey 
bauing rece iued the newes thereof, began al at once ſament 
his miſfoꝛtune, and of common conſent agred to viſit him 
they marched thither in god equipage, J warrant pay and 
found Ferdinando lying vpon his bed languiſhing, whome 
they al ſaluted generally, and ſought corecomfozt:but eſpe» 
cially his myſtres, hauing in hyzhaude a bzaunche of wil 
lowe, wherewith ſhe defended hy? from the hot ap2e,began 
thus to lay vntohim:Seruaunt (quod ſhe) fo2 that I ſups 
poſe pour mallady to pzocede of none other cauſe but one» 
ly ſlouchfulneſſe, I haue bzonghe this pꝛeatie rod to beate 
yott a little: nothing doubting , but when pou fle the 
ſmart of a twig oʒ twapne , vou will like a tradable paung 
ſcholler, plucke vp pour quickened ſpirites, and caſt this 
d2owſineſſe apart. Ferdinando with a great ſigh anſwered: 
Alas good myſtres (quod he) if any like chaſtilment myght 
quicken me, howe much moꝛe might the pzelence of all you 
louelie dames recomfoꝛt mp dulled mynde : whome to be- 
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maunded the tongue to be fill, When Dame Elinor fg 
tompaſſion diſtilled into teares, and dzewe towardes the 
windowe, leauing the other Gentlewomen about his bed, 
who beyng no leſſe ſo2ye fo2 his grate , yet foz that they 
were none of them ſo touched in their ſecrete thoughtes, 
they had bolder ſpirites and freer ſpeach to comfozt him, 
amongeſt the reſt the Ladye Fraunces, (who in d&dloued 
him vepely, and coulde beſt conieaure the cauſe ot his con- 
ts) ſayde vnto him: Good Truſt (quod ſhe) if any helpe 
of Phyſicke may cure pour maladie, I woulde not haue pou

Bond afflicted minde. Ann gion 7 ruſt (quod he) (diſtrey⸗ 
nyng his hande right Net this fimple pꝛtofe ot our 
pooze good willes bee fo accepted of you , as that it maye 
woꝛke thereby the effect of aur deſires. Ferdinando (as one 
in a traunce) had marked very litle of hyꝛ courteouſe talke, 
and pet gaue hir thankes, and ſo helde his peace whereat 
the Ladies (being all amazed) there became a ſilence in the 
chamber on all ſides. Dame Elinor fearing thereby that 
thee myght the moze eaſely be eſpyed , and hauing nowe 
vzpev vp by? teares, returned to hyz ſeruaunt, recom- 
fozting him by all poſſible meanes of common curteſi ie, 
Momtſtag that ſince in hy? lickneſſe he had not onely ſtaun⸗ 
hy bleeding, but alſo by his gentle companp and ſun⸗ 
p deuicesof honeſt paſtime, had dꝛiuen away thepenſiue» 
nelle of hy minde , ſhethotight hyꝛ ſelfe bounde with lyke 
will:ngneſle to doe hir belt in anp thing that might reſtoze

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bis health, and taking him by the hand ſaid further , -God 
ſeruant, ifthou beare indede any true affection to thy pee

this meate metcit foz maſtcr lcronim, of any that is 
here, It is ſo (quod he) vaughter, ans it he like not that, 
cauſe fume whac iſe to be dꝛelled fox hun accopving to his 
apctite. Thus ſhe departed and came to Ferdinando, who 
being plonged in lundzp woes and thzilled with refitefſe 
though es, was nowe beginnyng to ryſe.

But ſhe plapuely aſſured hun, that if he graunted hy that 
requeſt.ſye would be his friend in all honeſt and godlp wiſe; 
if not, ſhe put him out of doubt that ſhe wauld.eſchewe his 


company aud fla fromhis ſightas from a ſcozpion, The 


louer conſideryng that hyz requeſt was but iuſt, accuſing 
his owne guyltie conſcience, rememhzyug the great cur⸗ 
telies alwayes vſed by hy} bul bande, and therewithall ſe⸗ 
ing the caſe nowe bꝛought to ſuch an iſlue, as that b no o⸗ 
ther meanes than by this it caulde be coucealed fro, the 
knowledge of the worlde : but molt of all, beyng vzged by 
his othe, dyd at laſt giue an vnwilling conſent, and pet 
a faythfull pꝛompſe ta yelde vnto hy} will in all things, and 
thus being become ok one aſſent, he remaincth the dareſt 
frennde and maſt welcome gheſt that map he, both to the Las 
dy and hy2 huſband : and the man and the wife ſo kind each 
ta other) ac it there ueuer hav. bene ſuch a beach hetwene 
them. Nowe, of you noble Gauerno; J would faine learne,

Aherein 
J note fiue eſpeciall points: that is, a meruellous patience 
in the huſband , no leſſe repentance in the wife, no'fmall 
boldneſſe of the maide , but much moze raſhneſle in the ſi⸗ 
ſters, and laſt of all, a rare cractabiiltie in the loner.

J would be loath (quoth the Hoalt 
that any Gentleman comming to me koz good wil, thould 
want any cucteſie of entertainment that lyeth mmy power, 
When the mcate was ſerues to the table, the Gentlewomen 
came in all but dame Elinor and miſtreſſe Pergo,the which 
erdinando marked verp wel, and it vid ſomewhat abate 
bys appetite, After dinner hys Hope came vnto hym, and 
demauuded of him how he would paſſe the day fox hys res 
treation:to whom he anſwered even as it beſt pleaſed her. 
She deupſcd to walke into the Parke, and ſo by lytle and 
lytle to acquaynt hymſelfe with the ayze: he agrerd, and they 
walked together being accompanyed with one oz two other 
Gentlewomen. 1 
And although there were now mozẽ cauſe that he ſhouls

Caſtell) vpon heapcs of bulruſhes : and that ſpz Brule 
ſhewtng a great power vpou the land, ſhoulde haue ſent out 
as many 02 inse ſhot to ſurpꝛiſe the ſapde Captapne, and ſo 
they ſhould haue ſkirmiſhed vpon the waters in ſuch ſozt, 
that no man coulde perceiue but that thep went vpon the 
waues: at laſt ( ſyꝛ Bruſc his men being put to flight) the 
captaine ſhould haue come to ber mateſtie at the caſtell win⸗ 
dow, and baue declared (maze plainely the diſtreſſe of his 
miſtreſſe) and the cauſe that ſhe came not to the Court ac⸗ 
toꝛding to ductie and pꝛomiſe, to giue hy2 attendance: and 
that therupon he ſhould haue beſought hy2 Maieſtie to ſuc⸗ 
coeur his miſtreſſe: the rather becauſe Merline had pꝛophe⸗ 
cied that ſhe ſhould neuer be deliuered but by the pꝛeſence of 
a better maide then her ſelle.

He Queches Maieſtie haſting her departure from 

thence, che Earle commanded maſter Gaſcoigne to 
deuiſe ſome Farewel worth the preſenting, whereupon 
he himſelfe clad like vnto Syluanus, God of the Woods, 
and meeting her as the went on hunting, ſpake(ex tem-

ſtrange and cruell mecamozphoſis . But pet the Heauens: 
haue thus far fozth favoured and rewarded hts-long conti⸗ 
naed ſeruice, that as in life he was vamonable,euen ſo now 
all the vehement blaſts of the moſt raging windes, can not 
once moue his rocky body from his rated place aud aby⸗ 
ding. But to counteruaile this cruelty with a ſhewe of 
tuſtice, ſhe coauerted his contrarie inconſtancie, into ponder 
Popler, whoſe leaues moue and ſhake with the leaſt byeath 
92 blaſt. 

As alſo ſh# dieſled Uaine gloꝛy in his right coulours, 
conuerting him into this Achtr, which is the firſt of my 
plants that buodech and the ſirſt likewiſe that caſteth leafe. 
Foz belæue me, moſt excellent Pꝛinceſſe, Nainegloʒy map 
well begin haſtily, but ſeidome continueth long, 

Ag aine ſhe hath well requited that bi ſie elfe Contenti- 
on, whom ſhe turned into this bꝛambie Bꝛyer. the which 
as pout mateſty may well ſæ, dch euen pet catch and ſnath 
at pour garments and every other thing that paſleth by it. 
And as koꝛ that wicked wꝛetch Ambition, ſhe dyd by god 
right condemne hym into this bꝛaunch of Jup, the uh ch 
dan neuer clpme on hygh noz flozych without the helpe of 
{ome 5ther plant oz tr, and pet commonly what cre ſoe⸗ 
uer it ryſe hy, it neuer lcaueth to wpude about it, and 
ſtrayghitly ta infalde it, vntyll it haue ſmobldꝛed and kil⸗ 
led it. And by pour leaue, god Quene, ſuch is the uvnthank⸗ 
tull nature of cankred ambitious myndes, that commonlp 
they maligne chem by whom they haue rylen, and neuer 
ceaſe vntyll they haue beugt them to confuſion. Tell, 
notwithſtanding theſe examples ok iuſtice, J will nowe re⸗ 
hearſe vnto your Maieſty ſuch a ſtraunge and cruell Meta- 
morphoſis as I think muſt ne des moue pour noble minde 
bito compaſſion. There were two ſwome bꝛethren unc 
lang time ſerued hy. called Decpe defire, and Der- 
ſetc, and although it be very hard to pare theſe two in ſuns - 
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der, pet is it ſapd that ſhe dyd long ſithens conuere Due de- 
tert into ponder ſame Lau reli tree. The which may very 
well be fo,:conflueryngthe Etimologie of his name, lo 
we ſer that the Lawrelibraurch is à tokęn of triumph, in 
all Tropheis an) giuen as a reward to all Uictozs, a dig⸗ 
nitie foz all degtæs, couſtcrated and debicate to Apollo 
and the Muſes as a worthie flower, leafe oz haunch, fo; 
their due deſerts, Df him J will hold no longer biſcourſe, 
becanſe hee was Mecomorphoſed befoze my tyme, fo2 
pour Maieſtie muſt vnderſtand that I haue not long belde 
this charge, urpther do IAmeaue long ta continue it it: but 
rather moſt glaolp to followe Na W wherelcener 
pou ſhall become. 


But to fpeake of Det pe d:fire (that w,etch of 
and pet the woꝛthieſt that euer was condemned to wietchey 
eſtate) he was ſuch an one as neither auy delay cou 
him : no diſgrace could abate his paſſions ,no tyme c 
eyze him, no water qutuch his ſlames;uoz.deach ut ſelf 8 
amaſe him with terro?, 

And pet this ſtraunge ſtar re, this courteous cruel, and 
pet the cruelleſt courteous that cucr was, this Ahtebalife, 
Zabeta, o by what name ſouer it hall pleaſe pout maieſtie 
to remember hy2, did neuer ceaſe to uſe impꝛecation, inuo⸗ 
tation, coniur ation. and all meanes pollible, vnfill ſhe had 
cauſed] him to be turned into this Holy buch, and he was in 
this life ano wozloe continually full of compunctions, lo is 
he now furniſhed on euery ſtoe with ſharpe pꝛicking leaues. 
to pꝛoue the reſtleſſe pꝛickts of his puuie thoughts. Mary 
there are two kinds of Holly, that is tu ſay, he Holly, and 
ſhe Holly . Nowe ſome will ſay that the che Holly hath na 
"Þ2ickes,but thereof J entermeddle not. 


T theſe wordes her Maieſtie eame by a eloſe Arbor, 


made all of Hollie, and whiles Siluanus pointed * 
the

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the ſame; the principal buhſhaked . For therein were 
placed both ſtraunge Muficke, and one who was there 


appointed to repreſent deepe Deſire , Siluanus * 
uing the bull ro ſhake,continuedt thus. 


<DCholve, molt gratious Quene, this Holly boch doeth 
tremble at pour pꝛeſence, and therefoze T beltue that 
Depeveſtre hath gotten leaue of the Gods to fpcake vnto

was thought a me#te'mellenger to be ſent from that conuo⸗ 
cation vnto pour Paieſtie as Ambaſſadour, and gine eare 
god Queae,me thinkes I heare his voyce.

Alſo our father Chaucer bath vſed the ſame libertie in 
feteand meaſures that the Latiniſts do vſe ;and who lo 
euer do peruſe and well conſider bis wo2kes,he ſhall finde 
that although bis lines are not alwayes of one ſelfe fame 
number of Spllables, yet beyng redde by one that bath 
vnderſtanding, the longsit verſe and that which hath moſt 
Dzllables in it, will fall (to the care) cozreſpondent vnto 
that whiche hath feweſt ſillables in it: and like wiſe] that 
wyiche hath in it feweſt ſpllables, ſhalbe founde pet fo 
conſtſt of woꝛdes that haue ſuche nafuratiſounde,as may 
ſeeme equall inlength to a verſe which hath many moe ſil⸗ 
lables of lighter acceatcs.And ſurely J can lament that 
we are fallen into ſuche a playne and ſimple manner of 
wꝛpting, that there is none other fote vſedbutone: wher- 
by our Poemes may iuſtlp be called Rithmes, and cans 
not by any right challenge the name ofa Uerſe. But ſince 
it is ſo, let vs take the foꝛde as we finde it, and lette me ſet 
downe vnto you ſuche rules 02 p2ecepts that euen in this 
playne fote of twoſyllables vou wꝛeſte no wo2de from 
bis natural and vſuall ſounde, J do not meane hereby that 
vou map vſe none other woꝛdes but of two fllables, fo2 
therein you may vle diſcretion accoꝛding to occaſion of 

mafcer : but my meaning is, that all the wozdes in pour 
verſe be ſo placed as the firſt ſillable may ſound ſhozt oꝛ bs 
depꝛeſled, the ſecond long oz eleuate, the third ſhozte, the 
fourth long, the fifth ſhozte, #c.

The fault of 
the latter verſe is that this wozde vnderſtand is therein ſo 
placed as the graue accent falleth vp6 der, and therby mas 
keth der, in this woꝛde vnderſtand to be eleuated: which is 
contrarie to the naturall oz vſual pꝛonũtiation: foz we ſay

vnderſtand, and not vnderſtand. 

5 Yere by the way J tbinke it not amiſſe to fozewarne 
you that you thzuſt as few woꝛdes of many ſillables into 
your verſe as may be: and here vnto 3 might alledge ma⸗ 
ny reaſons : firſt the moſt auncient Engliſh woꝛdes are of 
one ſillable, ſo that the moze monaſyllables that you viſe,

tiue reading, but yet J woulde haue you therein to vſe diſ⸗ 
tretion. 

10 And aſmuch as you map, frame your ſtile to perſpi - 
cuity and to be ſenſible: foꝝ the haughty obſcure verſe doth 
not much deligbt, and the verſe that is to eaſie is like a tale 
of a roſted hozſe : but let pour Poeme be ſuch as may both 
delight and dzaw attentine readyng, and therewithal may 
deliuer ſuch matter as be wozth the marking.

we vſe now adapes (iz. the long verſe ot twelue and four-. 
tene ſillables) J knowe not cercaginety howe to name it, vn⸗ 
leſſe Jſhoulde lay that it doch conſiſt ol Poulters meaſure, 
which gmeißz Ni. fo} one-volen xi. fo another; But let 
this ſuffice ( it it be not teo much) koꝛ the ſundzie lozres of 
verſes which we bſe nowe adayes.
